Following the recent retirement of 
General Kalminoff’s.Cossacks in the Us- 
suri  Rivex_district the Bolshevist Red 
Guards passed a force, disguised as 
peasants and traveling in farm wagons, 
to the right and rear of the Czechosio- 
vak troops, and raked the Czechoslovak 

positions with field guns from a hill. 

The Czechoslovaks were again forced 
to. retire a considerable distance with 
casualties. The Japanese and American 
troops at the. time were not in a posi- 
tion to support theni. 

The Red Guards made an unsuccessful 
demonstration against the railroad line 
between Nikolsk and Pogranitchina. 
They evidently intended to interrupt 
communication between Vladivostok and 
Harbin. 

The second contingent of American 
troops has been established at the base 
at the head of the bay. The base has 


excellent atorage and railway facilities 
and ayprosis.

The commander of the forces has or- 
ganized a labor battalion of 500 enemy 
prisoners, part of the large number 
taken by ‘the Czechoslovaks, thus reliev- 
ing the latter of feeding them.

Hervath’s Aims in Siberia. 

General Horvath, who has seized pow- 
ér in Siberia, is understood to have been 
‘informed on Aug. 8 by the representa- 
tives of the Allies assembled at Vladi- 
vostok to welcome their military con- 
tingent that they could not. ‘‘ support 
any Government until circumstances 
permit a free and full expression of the 
will of the people.’ , 

In July, after establishing a Provision- 
al Government, Horvath had proclaimed 
himself dictator. This was a military 


Fire- | expedient ‘not intended to be permanent. 


His new move, therefore, may be the 
first step toward ascertaining ‘‘ the will 
of the people ’’ through a plebiscitum, or 
an attempt to establish a Government 
which will bring the desired recognition. 

Gen: Horvath is ‘one of those 
men mentioned by the Russian advisers

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Without a” 
single vote in the negative the Senate 
this afternoon passed the, Man Power 
bill, under which 13,000,000 men between 
18 and. 45 years of age will be rendered 
liable to draft under the American flag. 
Senator Gore of Okiahoma voted against 
the bill, but later asked to be excused 
from voting,- and thus formaHy with- 
drew his ballot. Seventy-five Senators 
voted affirmatively. 

As passed by the Senate, the bill. in- 
cludes the ‘‘ anti-strike’’ or “‘ work or 
fight '*’ amendment: of Senator Thomas 
of Colorado, modified by the adoption of 
an amendment presented by Senator 
Cummins of Towa. It was predicted to- 
night that the House would be. found 
more favorable to the amendment than 
when the bill was passed by that body 
last Saturday by a vote of 336 to 2; 

The bill will be sent to conference im- 
mediately. Leaders of the Military Com- 
mittees in both. houses hope to speed it. 
There is bound to be some controversy 
over the ‘‘ work or fight '’ amendment, 
which provides that any worker of. draft 
age ceasing work while physically able 
to continue shall become subject im- 
mediately to military’ service. The modi- 
fication of this amendment, as presented 
by Senator Cummins, ._ which was 
adopted 73 to 0, exempts from the orig- 
inal. amendment strikers who abide by 
the decisions of the War Labor Board. 

As perfected, the ‘work or. fight” 
amendment reads: 


The Amendment as Medified. 


‘‘That when ‘any person shall have 
been placed -in a deferred or exempted 
class for any of the ‘reasons in this 
paragraph set forth, he ‘shall not be 
entitled to remain therein unless he shall 
in goed faith continue, ‘while physically 
able so to do; to: work at and: follow | 
such occupation, employment, or: busi- 
ness, and if he fails soto. do,-he shall 
again become subject to the draft. The 
President shall make grantees for en- 
forcing this: provision. : 


‘ This: proviso shall. not asieiy ‘26 ‘the : 


case of*a- strike if the strikers have 
submitted or .will' at. once. submit. the 
dispute to the War Labor Board, agree 
to abide and do abide: by its decision, 
and do at once resume ,work and con- 
tinue work pending such decision.. ‘Tho 
said board shall take up and. decide all 
such. disputes as speedily as prac- 
‘ticable.’’ :

“‘jaré not dying now to take them 


again, but. dre going forward with 
amazing ease in wide, sweeping 
movements which the enemy in most 
places is resisting only feebly, and 
only here and there has there been 
close and bitter fighting. 

By bad luck and ill-health I have 
been away from this front for a few 
weeks; and now, as I: come back 
again, it is startling to find what a 
change has taken place. 

When I went away it was Rup- 
precht’s ‘army that was the chief 
threat. against us, and it was an 
army--of perhaps 250,000 fresh 
troops, apart from those in line 
waiting to be hurled against us if 
the German Crown Prince could do 
without them. We knew then 
that.some of Rupprecht’s divisions 
had been sent down hurriedly to his 
relief, but the question still® re- 
mained whether the armies holding 
our part of the battlefront would 
still be strong. enough to attack us 
or strong enough to check any at- 
tempt of ours to advance against 
them. 

Since then the tide-has turned in 
an.astonishing way. 
enemy who is on the defensive, 
dreading the hammer blows that fall 
upon him day after day, and the 
initiative of attack is so completely 
in our hands’ that we are able to 
strike him at many different places. 

Since Aug. 8 we must have taken 
nearly 50,000 prisoners and nearly 
600° guns, and the tale is not yet 
told -becduse our men are going on, 
taking new strides, new batches of 
Germans, and more batteries. 


‘Mental Changes at the Front. 
The change.has been greater in 
the minds of'men than in the taking 
of. territory. On our side the army 
seems to be buoyed up with the 
enormous hope of getting on with 
this business quickly. They are fight- 
ing for a quiek victory and a quick 
peace so they may get back to normal 
life and wipe ‘this thing clean from 
the map.:of Europe and restore the 
world to sane purposes. That is, I 
am sure, their hope, and for almost 
the first time.in very truth they see 
‘something of its reality in sight. 
‘But there.is a change also in the

M.)—American troops today at- 
tacked the Germans in the region of 
Bazoches, 
Fimes. Simultaneously the Ger- 
mans attacked the American.lines at 
Fismette, shout a mile northwest of 
Fismes. 

The dinayiciiew? attack on Ba- 
zoches was made .in daylight, and 
they improved their positions, al- 
though the Germans resis stub- 
bornly. A stiff barrage preceded 
the American infantry advance and 
the bombardment was answered vic- 
iously by the Germans. 

The American troops kept the 
upper harid in the conflict in the 
outskirts of Bazoches. There: was

They com- 
plain that they have been deluded by 
hepes of victory and been sacrificed 
teo eften in the service of brutal 
command. 

Even the officers are changed in 
their demeanor and speak gravely 
of their reverses and do not seek 
to minimize them. Only one officer 
maintained the same truculent pride 
of his caste with the Canadian offi- 
cers today. He refused to admit 
that anything serious had happened 
to the German Army. Even when 
told how many prisoners had been 
taken lately, he said 
“That'is nothing. It is all ac- 
cording. te our plan.” 

. “* Yes,” said the Canadian officer,

GERMANS PREPARE 
FOR BIG RETREAT 


Reported to be Working Fever- 
ishly on Hindenburg and 
Siegfried Lines.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
Aug. 26.—Mangin’s progress in the 
region: of Bagneaux, though valua- 
ble as using enemy divisions and 
acquiring positions in view of subse- 
quent operations, can hardly yet be 
regarded as threatening the Chemin 
des Dames, as has been suggested 
in some over optimistic quarters. 

It is doubtful whether the French 
in this sector are yet able seriously | 
to menace the Vesie line—-situated 
considerably in advance of the 
stronger Chemin des Dames position | to 
—owing to the fact that pressure on 
either a a is bound to be 
endangered by the enemy forces in 
the formidable Gobain massif, 
which for long ui has been the 
corner bastion of the enemy line in 
France. 

What a French officer told me 
yesterday remains true today—it is 
on the British that the question of 
the German movement rearward for 
the. moment depends. Doubtless, 
Ludendorff is already seriously con- 
sidering the necessity, which may 
at any hour become imperative, of 
withdrawal not only in the north but 
from the Vegle, or even the Chemin 
des Dames, to the Hindenburg and 
Siegfried lines as held in the ~Au- 
tumn of 1917. 

That would explain the obstinate 
resistance to Mangin’s attacks--and 
also permit the evacuation of -ma- 
terial and the reconstruction of the 
old defenses.

Captured letters grow ever more de- 
spendent in tone, prisoners ever 
more deapairing,. aad official orders 
that fall into nds are ever 
more insistent .  taelaaees of indis- 
cipline. Now it is a reprimand to 
the artillery, whose fire it is com- 
pisined is hardly less dangerous for 

he defenders than for the assail- 
ants. Now it is severe cengure of 
the infantry for having shot down— 
and actually buried in secret—a Ger- 
man aviator who seems to have at- 
tacked them by “one of the acci- 
dents that may easily happen to 
German aviators.”

“When it did come, the result was a 
great shock, for the army felt it had 
been let down. It had been attacked 
by. the enemy in overwhelming supe- 
riority, and it realized that the chief 
preparation to meet the German on- 
slaught had been an extension of the 
line into the very area- in which the 
blow fell and a drastic reduction in the 
establishment.of the infantry. Some 
one had blundered. 


Trench War Demoralizing. 

Our. army is still new, and when 
things go wrong the defects of a new 
organization become apparent. It is 
very slow business to establish such 
mutual confidence between the parts 
of an army as will stand the strain 
of disaster, and most difficuit of all is 
it to establish such confidence between 
the staff‘and regimental officers un- 
der. present conditions, - a 

By far the greater part of the ex- 


‘perience of the British Army as it is 


today has been trench warfare, and 
trench warfare is most exacting, is 
often deadly, dull, and, being largely 
a matter of routine and organization, 
kills initiative. Parts of the army 
cannot intermingle and get to know 
each other when they are living below 
the surface of the ground as they can 
when assembled for training or when 
engaged in war of movement. 

: "Phis is a fact which has. never been 
given proper weight in the many dis- 
cussions which have led to the exten- 
sions of our front, though Sir Douglas 
Haig has repeatedly insisted on the 
vital importance of training. in his dis- 
patches. His arrangements for train- 
fing’ when he has men to train are 
quite admirable, and have served as a 
model to more than one of our allies. 
If our army is to follow with a mature 
organization, a fair proportion of 
troops must always be out of line, not 
merely for rest, but that they may 
find‘ their places in the machinery of 
war. 

‘This was impossible during the days 
of stress. Drafts from home had to 
be used at once to refill the depleted 
ranks, and divisions hastily recon- 
structed had to be sent back to the 
atruggle before the men and officers 
had learned to - know each other.

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‘Besides: smashing through the northern part of the Hindenburg line for three or four miles southeast of Arras, 
the British yesterday made substantia] gains on. both sides of the Somme, approaching to within six miles of Péronne, } 
while the French captured Roye and forced the Germans back on a twelve-mile front. ' ; 

Shaded areas show the ground gained in these operations. 
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The. Germans, finding themselves un- 
able longer to resist’ the pressiire of the 
French forces south of Chaulnes, are in 
retreat toward the Canal du Nord. They 
evacuated yesterday a broad belt of 
territory between Chaulnes and Fres- 
meres, giving up a number of villages 
and the once important centre of Roye. 
The importance of Roye, however, 
passed some time since. The only pos- 
sible advantage it may have held was 
in the fact that the French infantry 
had not yet crossed the more important 
highways which radiate eastward from 
the town. But in the fighting of yes- 
terday the highways from Roye to Nesle 
and Peronne were passed completely, 
destroying any value that Roye might 
have, except as a point de resistance. 
The’ Germans, therefore, evacuatdd the 
town. ‘ 

It is true, however, that this move 
was not altogether voluntary. The 
French were especially active north and 
south of the town and were gradually 
encircling it. The German movement 
was, therefore, an effort to avoid en- 
velopment. 

The Germans must go back to the 
Canal du Nord eventually. They may 
postpone the retreat some little time 
while they are removing all possible ar- 
tillery and shells, but the end is inevi- 
table. It will be a distinct loss to them 
to give up the powerful massif which 
lies just south of the Roye-Noyon high- 
way. It is a most powerful guard to 
their southern flank, and one which will 
be much needed. But the French opera- 
tions in the north, which are resulting 
in a steady and uninterrupted advance 
of their lines, will turn these positions 
completely, and leave the Germans no 
other alternative. It is nearly six miles 








from. the nearest point on the French 
line to the canal, and it may take some 
time to cover this distance. But the 
Germans will have to show much 
greater power of resistance than has 
recently appeared if they are going to 
defend it. ; 

The changes in the French line in¢i- 
dent to the German withdrawal are not 
yet vital. It is more in the nature of a 
straightening out of the line than the 
beginning of.a definite retreat for any 
@istance. But it is the first step by 
which the French will flank and turn 
Ahe massif which I have referred to. 
The circle is being drawn with smaller 
radius, and the peril increases with each 
shortening of the diameter. 


The British, having come to, an im- 
passe about Chaulnes, have temporarily 
given up the direct fighting on this sec- 
tion of the front and are working their 
way eastward north of Chaulnes on both 


sides of the Somme River. What they 
failed to obtain: by frontal methods, they

Coinciden™with this move is a similar 
operation in the north against the old 
Hindenburg line. This operation has 
been surprisingly successful. Even the 
most sanguine of the allied populations 
have felt that. when this line was 
reached there would be a marked dimi- 
nution in the rate of progress. Indeed, 
many have thought that the offensive 
would cease entirely. But in the last 
two days the Canadians have not only 
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reached. the Hindenburg line, but. have 
gone beyond it .a. distance of nearly 
four miles at the furthest point—Vis-en- 
Artois. This is but an extension of the 
movement in the south along the 
Somme.

By- their: advance down the Arras- 
Cambria road the Canadians are adding 
another hook in the northern end of the 
line on which the entire-line of the Ger- 
mans, both: north*> and south, must 


swing. Just as Arras has been the\piv- 


otal point in the allied line, so this sec- 
tion of the Hindenburg line had proved 
the hinge of the German line. -That was 
the reason for the heavy and terribly 
costly efforts of the British in the 
Spring of 1917: at both “Bullecourt and 


Fontaine-les-Croisillés. It was appar- 


ently felt, and with reason, that if this: 


hinge could be broken the entire German 
line would be shaken in both directions, 
north and south. The Canadians: are 
well across the Sensee River, and are 
operating both parallel to it and astride 
it. ‘They have advanced over practically 
all of the high ground between their old 
lines and the level country west of Cam- 
bral. 


The old Oppy-Queant line of 1917 has 
been crossed and left behind, and, while 
these towns have not been taken as yet, 
the line between then has*gone. This is 
the mdst important move the Allies havé 
yet made, in so far as its effect on the 
German line as a whole is concerned. 
Not only does it provide the necessary 
envelopment to shake the German grip 
on the country north of Bapaume. It 
also throws into jeopardy the German 
lines north to Lens, which are astride 


the muddy and difficult valley of tae 
Souchez. The mere fact that the Hin- 
denburg line~that bugbear of allied 
hopes—has been so bad!y broken tells its 
own tale of the dwindling of Germun 
man power under the allied attacks.

Praise for Americans. 


The whole tone and spirit of the 
army has now changed from the days 
when weariness and disappointment 
gave rise to criticism and recrimina-’ 
tion. Our front has been left in peace 
for three invaluable months, during 
which enormous strides have been 
made in the work of reconstruction. 
Wonderful to relate of the British 
soldier, during the whole of my visit 
I heard no grousing except regarding 
leave, and that is rapidly being put 
right. Everywhere along our. front 
the old sense of superiority over the 
enemy has been re-established. Our 
men are cheery and confident; the 
Germans are nervous and depressed. 

The advent of the Americans has 
allowed us to keep troops out. of the 
line for training, ‘and the army has 
again found itself. It is: not by any 
means only by the numerical rein- 
forcement which America has brought 
4nto the field: that she has helped to 
turn the scale. It would be impossi 
ble to .overrate thé value of the in- 
-fusion of fr and vigorous life into 
the allied ranks in the fifth year of 
war, when-there is a natural tendency 
for those: who have borne the heat 
and burden of the day to become stale. 
The Americans emanate keenness and 
vitality which is infectious, while their 
fresh outlook upon questions which 
to us have become stale by long use 
and their racy fashion of expressing 
their views are most inspiring.

Count 
von Bilow, whose predisposition to 
peace intrigues is wei known, and 
Prince von Hohenlohe, chief of the 
German propaganda in Switzerland, 
have been frequent visitors to Con- 
stantine, and at-all times his villa is 
a nest of pro-German plotters. 

News of the visits of relatives, who 
have’ been invested with the rdle of 
emissaries of this or that potentate of 
the Central Powers in the fertile 
imagination of Swiss journalists, also 
has been telegraphed abrodd.

a Dutch diplomatist, who is expected 
to come with some more or less spe- 
cific mandate from enemy quarters. 
The failure of any such mission can 
be predicated in advance. 

Overtures looking to a _ separate 
peace by one or the other of Ger- 
many’s unforttnate allies belong, of 
course, to'an altogether different cate- 
gory, and secrecy in the early stages 
at least -would be essential to their 
proper conduct by the diplomacy of 
the Entente. _The French Govern- 
ment’s action in regard to Emperor 
Carl’s letter to Prince Sixtus of Bour- 
aw! tan be instanced in that connec- 
tion. 

But the democracies of Europe now 
have. their minds’ made up in regard 
to peace intrigues designed to save 
the skin of. German Junkerdom. 
Parenthetically, ex-King Constantine’s 
record in Greece-peculiarly unfits him 
for the réle of a successful plotter on 
Germany’s behalf. :

ARIS, Aug. 26.—Ludendorff is un- 
doubtedly anxious to effect a retreat 
] on a large scale to safer’ positions, well 
in the rear, and all indications tend 
to show he would have done so as 
long as a week or two ago had the 
circumstances- been different. The 
reasons why_he has not done so are 
believed here to be twofold. \ 

In the first place, Foch has dealt 
him four heavy blows since the 8th 
ofthe present month. Following Man- 
gin’s staggering flank attack between 
Soissons and the Marne on July 18, 
which smashed all the enemy’s care- 
fully laid plans to smithereens and 
wrenched the initiative from him, 
Rawlinson and Debenhey struck be- 
tween the Ancre and Avre on Aug. 8, 
and between the Matz and Oise on 
Aug..10. Mangin.again struck be- 
tween the Aisne and Oise on Aug. 18, 
and Byng between the Scarpe and 
Ancre on Aug. 21. 

To meet these repeated blows and 
stave off disastrous defeat in place 
after place, the German High Com- 
mand have had to.throw in all avail- 
able reserves to such an extent that 
the enemy had neither time nor men 
available to prepare new line positions 
in the rear on which to fall back. 

This supplies. the second good reasoh 
why Ludendorff has been unable to 


repeat the great coup of the famous 
retreat to the Hindenburg line of the 
Spring of. last year, The tactics of 
Foch not only rendered impossible a 
repetition of sucha retreat, which was 
effected without the loss of a man 
or gun, but compelled the Germans to 
fight desperately on every yard of the 
battlefront under the: sheer necessity 
of avoiding being annihilated where 
they stand. 


Fech Make Retreat Difficult.

As. Paris sees it, the Germans today 
are in by far a worse situation than at 
any, time since the war began. They 
are, in fact, in a very similar position 
to that from which Hindenburg es- 
caped by his masterly retreat last 
"year, with the vital difference that, 
if they are now forced to retreat, the 
consequences, at least to the armies 
of von Boehm, must be disastrous.

Narrow Exit from Noyon. 


The situation of the enemy’s forces 
who will have to. retreat from the 
Noyon region is probably even worse. 
As a glance at the map will show, the 
only .way out for them is this: The 
armies have to face in a direction 
which will be through a narrow strip 
of country not more than ten miles 
wide, which lies between the Oise 
and the Somme. Mangin even now 
holds the line of the Oise and is al- 
ready across the river at two or three 
points. In any case the German 
columns and long trains of convoys 
with munitions and supplies will be 
under an enfilading fire of Mangin’s 
guns along the Oise, as they fall back 
toward Saint Quentin. 

These obviously abundant reasons 
explain why Ludendorff is hesitating 
to give an order for a general retreat. 
The Germans on the Somme-Oise 
front are now, to put it in a nutshell, 
between the devil and ‘the deep sea, 
which is exactly where Foeh has 
been ‘manoeuvring to get them. 
Whether they decide to continue fight- 
ing on the-present. positions or to fall 
back behind the Somme, the result 
will be the same so far as can be 
seen from present indications. 

It must not be overlooked, however, 
that von Boehm is by far the greatest 
German specialist in conducting -re- 
treats from apparently hopeless situa- 
tions, as he has more than once 
proved. The situation at this moment 
is magnificently favorable for the Al- 
lies, but the enemy’s strength of re- 
sistance is as yet by no means ex- 
hausted, and it is fully realized here 
that there is still much hard fighting 
to be done. 

The feeling is steadily growing here, 
however, that the Allies must be satis- 
fied with nothing short of decisive de- 
feat of and unconditional capitulation 
y- any.

Traveler Just Returned Tells of 
/Present Conditions and 
Possibilities. 


CZECHS’ PRECARIOUS STATE

The chaos reigning throughout Siberia, 
a territory greater in extent of mileage 
than the United States, but peopled by 
less than 6,000,000 Russians, is such that

“A Russian bourgeois, returned from 
Kiev, reports that Bolshevism is grow- 
ing.

HURRY THE WAR REVENUE BILL. 
Secretary McAboo and Chairman 
KITCHIN may never surrender to each 
other, but there are ways and reasons 
for settling their dispute for them. 
That is the meaning of the taking of 
their. contention to the President, and 
therein lies the hope of passing the 
War Revenue bill before the Fourth 
Liberty Loan or the elections. The 
pruspect of that would be improved 
if the Senate committee would confer 
with the House committee before the 
bill is passed rather than afterward. 
No doubt the usua] formal conference 
upon any disagreement between the 
houses would still be necessary, for 
no committee could bind either house. 
But an agreement of their respective 
committees upon a bill generally ap- 
proved by the country, and indorsed 
by the President, would shorten the 
period which threatens the success of 
the Liberty Loan by not letting. would- 
be subscribers know how much money 
the tax gatherer will leave them. 
These are not the Chairman's views. 
He thinks that there has been so much 
delay that more makes little differ- 
ence, and instead of hastening prog- 
ress he would delay it. That might 
be excusable if delay meant a better 
bill instead of the political convenience 
of Congressmen. But the delay which 
lies behind has not improved the Dill 
so much as it has emphasized the dif- 
ference in pnints of view between the 
Chairman and the Secretary. Mr. 
Kitou1n retains all his’ dislike of 
profits above the scale which seems to 
him normal in peace or war. He 
would tax excess profits alike at all 
times, and is.not disconcerted by the 
disclosure of the tax returns showing 
that the largest profits; upon his 
standard return upon invested capi- 
tal, were made by smailest< con- 
cerns. Practically all makers of 
100 per cent. profit and upward to 
thousands per cert. were small cor- 
porations. An excess profits tax 
whiefi stops at 70 per cent. upon “in- 
vested capital” is neither cure nor 
punishment for such excess profits, 
which are not made every year. They 
“are incidental to war, and were made 
in many cases without unusual effort 
and in businesses under control of the 
‘Government regarding both conduct 
and. prices. These are the. Profiteers

They have been 
regarded as beyond Federal taxation, 
but the pending bill does not regard. 
them as beyond exclusion from the 
class of “ admissible; assets” which 
are free of normal tax as invested, 
capital. If such securities are totally 
exempt ‘from Federal tax, as some 
argue, it i® clear. that investments in 
them might be carried to the point of 
defeating the Federal tax. But if 
they may be discriminated against by 
Federal tax layers in any degree, it is 
difficult to say where the line shall 
be drawn. Even those who think that 
local securiti¢s may not be taxed have 
come to- see that local officeholders 
may be taxed as well as Federal. Both 
securities and officeholders are in- 
strumentalitiés of government, and 
if one may be taxed so may the 
other. The argument that the power 
to tax is the power to destroy, and 
that it is the béginning of the end of 
Federal government if the central 
government may tax the local gov- 
ernments, is equally applicable to offi- 
cial salaries and incomes from. local 
securities. In either case, the argu- 
ment may be pressed to the point of 
answering itself. In time of urgency 
like war, considerations of pressing 
need are more convincing than argu- 
ments fitter for peace and forensic 
disputation.

A WAR BRIDE FROM LUXEMBURG. 
‘The latest victim of Cupid’s darts is 
that war-worn veteran, Crown Prince 
RUuUPPRECHT of Bavaria, who amid the 
preoccupation entailed by a series of 
victorious Tretréats has found time to 
become engaged to Princess ANToI- 
NETTE of Luxemburg. Despite. the 
disparity in ages—RuPPpRECHT is 49 
and his fiancée 19—the match will no 
doubt be a happy one. RuPPRECHT 
crownprinces rather better than jhis 
distinguished rival WILHELM of Prus- 
sia, and if he has never displayed an 
inclination toward WILHELM’s habit of 
stealing clocks and silverware from 
chateaux where he is quartered, his 
bride will nevertheless find a well- 
furnished home. RuPPRECHT’s throne, 
moreover, is likély to be more secure 
than WILHEEM’s when the German 
people have leisure to sit down and 
figure up whether the war was wort 
what it cost. " 
Without doubt here is a royal in- 
stance of the phenomenon so often 
seen in humbler circles—a gentleman 
consoling himself with the younger’ 
sister when the elder -will have fione 
of him. For ever since the German 
Army took forcible possession of Lux- 
emburg, on Aug. 2, 1914, German in- 
trigue has been doing its best to get 
the young Grand Duchess MaRIE ADE- 
LAIDE to accept a German husband 
and facilitate the inclusion of her 
realm in the German Empire. So far 
ADELAIDE has held out) but she has 
five sisters, and ANTOINETTE, the third 
of them, has apparently been picked 
out as the sacrifice. For without 
doubt German royalties were becom- 
ing insistent; even in Germany it be- 
gins to be apparent that the good 
German sword cannot do all the work 
at the peace conference, and that it is 
highly advisable to get. up some sort 
of title to the neighboring countries 
whose inclusion within the German 
sphere of influence is still hoped for. 
German Kings are being picked for 
Lithuania and Finland, and if a good 
German bridegroom could be admitted 
to a share of the throne of Luxem- 
burg he might be used as a counter- 
weight to the desires of its people 
who want the war to restore their in- 
dependence. If this design is so far 
unsuccessful, the present match will 
at any rate mean a closer German, 
connection for the \uling house.

decent parts of the world. But though 
they know all this, they will none the. 
less like to be told of it by a well-ac- 
credited and well-informed authority. 

It is a fact, too, that ‘‘ the boys’ will 
be encouraged and inspirited by the mes- 
sages which Mr. RosenwaLp will carry 
to them from the high officials of their 
own States. There is, however, one 
thing which was not mentioned in the 
Secretary’s letter of instruction—a thing 
at least as important as any of the 
things he did mention—and that is the 
matter of.mails to and from_the men in 
France. If Mr. Ros—ENWALD find out" 
what is the matter with that service—if 
he can devise a method of improving it, 
and persuade the Secretary of War or 
somebody else in high authority at once

They Can See though so rarely, a 
Realities German paper makes

Occasionally. Fo’ soth truth and 
wisdom—a statement with which people 
not German, even though they are not 
pacifists or Socialists, can cordially 
agree. Usually these gems of thought 
appear in MAXIMILIAN HagDEN’s Zukunft, 
but now and then a German editor 
who does not share HakpEN’s somewhat 
belated, though apparently sincere, 
realization of the fact that brigandage 
isn’t really any more profitable for a 
nation than for an individual, ‘glimpses 
a fact, for a change, and ventures to 
describe it. 

A notable example of this un-Teutonic 
proceeding ig supplied by the Colonge 
Volkszeitung; which has intermitted its 
vehement demands for annexatiogs and 
indemnities long enough to remark: 

Germany is no longer fighting for Bel- 

gium or Alsace-Lorraine, but for sheer 
existence. A great battle is going on. It 
is a battle on the glacis af the fortress 
called Germany. We stand alone and have 
no help to expect from anybody. 

If confession, as has been confidently 
Stated, is good for the soul, at least 
one German editor’s soul is—well, isn’t 
in @ state quite as bad as it used to be. 
“A battle on the glacis of the fortress 
called Germany ”’ is a fine phrase. It 
has substance in addition to sound. 








Hopes for German Democracy. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I hope I am not imposing on your patience 
and good-will in replying again to Professor 
Scholl’s attacks on the attempts that are 
being made to foster the spreading of demo- 
cratic ideals in Germany and to drive a 
wedge between the ruf€rs and the ruled. 
Professor Scholl does not seem to realize 
that. the main questiofi at issue has long 
since passed the stage of academic discus- 
sion. In every country fighting against 
Germany large organizations, military and 
civil, have been created for the’ very pur- 
pose of spreading democratic ideas and true 
information in Germany, and the American 
Friends of German Democracy have done 
and are doing their best to aid in the good 
work. Its effectiveness has been demon- 
strated especially during the last few days. 
Almost daily we have read about the un- 
easiness created in‘the minds of the German 
militarists through .the efforts made by the 
Allies to illuminate the German masses. 
Continued German disasters in the field will 
undoubtedly increase the efficacy of this 
auxiliary method of waging war on the 
German autocracy. 

But it appéars from Protessee Scholl's 
letter that ‘‘ the Kaiser laughs a Mephisto- 
phelean laugh at our naiveté.’’ Let him 
laugh his most devilish laugh. It may do 
him good. He will not laugh when he 
hears the end of the joke.

President Wilson Accepts the Res- 
ignation, but Has Not Yet 
Announced a Successor. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—Walter Hines 
Page, the American Ambassador to 
Great Britain, has resigned on account 
of ill-health, according to an announce- 
ment made here today. 

The Ambassador has been in poor 
health for some months, owing to the 
long ..strain of war work. He took a 
vacation of two months early in the 
Summer and then returned to London 
for a short time. He was unable, how- 
ever, tO keep engagements for public 
appearances and was nm compelled 
to go to the country.” He and Mrs, 
Page will soon return to America. 

Mr. Page’s physician decided that the 
Ambassador must take a long period of 
complete rest, hence Mr. Page sent his 
resignation to President Wilson, who 
accepted it. : 

Mr. Page has borne a heavy burden 
of the work of the embassy during the 
war, and particularly since the United | o55 
States entered the war. The Ambas- 
sador recently has been in great demand 
as a public speaker. While he came to 
London without a reputation as a pub- 
lic man, Mr. Page has grown steadily 
in” popularity, particularly with the 
American colony, because of his demo- 
cratic American ways and his approach- 
ableness. In one of his last speeches 
Mr. Page said: 

“*I cannot imagine a more pleasant 


position than to be an American in Eng- 
and in these days.’’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—At its pres- 
ent rate of growth the War Risk Bureau 
is apparently destined to become the 
largest branch of the Federal Civil 
Service. Over 10,000 persons are em- 
ployed in it now, and the demand for 
the addition of clerks increases daily.

Finding many points of virtue in the

For the immediate relief of Brooklyn 
traffic and traffic originating in the 
west side of Central Park, the Commis- 
sioners make the following recommenda- 
tions:

been provided, down Fourth Avenue to 
Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn. If svch 
service is local it should be maintained 
to Brooklyn only until the company, by 
increasing the number of its employes, is 
able.to bring the number of east side

The Federal Food Board announced a 
new set of wheat regulations yesterday, 
The fifty-fifty substitute rule now gives 
way to a less drastic regulation, calling 
for only 20 per cent. of substitutes with 
80 per cent. of wheat flour, and allow- 
ing the maintenance of a sixty-day sup- 
ply of flour instead of a thirty-day sup- 
Ply. Wheatless days and wheatless 
méals are discontinued. 

The new regulations go into effect on 
Sept. 1. They also provide for the mar-

known as ‘‘ victory mixed flour.’ The 
announcement gives these regulations: 
“First, for the preparation and mar- 
keting by the manufacturing and dis- 
tributing trades of the country of a 
mixed flour complying with the inter- 
national policy which will be available 
for purchase by the household; second, 
in regulations covering the case where 
straight wheat flour is sold by retailers, 
that at the same time 20 per cent, of
